The close of 1939 found Passenger Department ‘representatives 
reviewing the brightest travel season in many years, thanks in large measure to 
the Golden Gate International Exposition which enticed thousands of tourists to 
California via rail, With ihe Exposition reopening in May, SP employes again 
will have this great selling point in urging their friends to travel west. 

Meanwhile, the growing popularity of winter sports in California is already 
aiding materially in swelling the 1940 train traveler list. With weeks of snow 
Sports in the Sierra still to come, there is already sufficient evidence to prove 
that the travel trend in winter sports har shifted from the automobile to the 
train.

It is all so ex- 
citing we are reluctant to take time out 
to eat! So we pick up a sandwich and cup 
of coffee at the lodge and soon are back 
on the hill again.

Time passes quickly and now we must 
return to “Ski Hut" station at Norden. 
This time we don’t ski—we ride in a 
jingle bell sleigh! Horses pull us over

LL aboard! We're off to the Sierra 
snowlands on a week-end trip packed 
with excitement. To week-end skiers 
there is music in the clatter of skis. To the 
first-timers the smell of wax is exciting, 
and the jargon of skiers is intriguing. 
Everyone has a special idea of what he 
is going to do when he arrives at Norden. 
The old timers look forwatd to ideal 
snow conditions. The initiates anticipate 
a day packed with new thrills—skiing, 
tobogganing, disporting in the snow 
and gazing at enchanting vistas. 

On the train we check our skis, boot- 
bindings and ski poles to see that they 
will be ready for tomorrow. Up in the 
car known as the “Ski Hut,” Phil von 
Lubken is fitting equipment, renting 
toboggans, selling mittens and socks. 
Those who do not own their own ski 
apparel find this car completely equipped 
to meet their needs. 

Throughout the train people are 
gathered in friendly groups and from 
their discussions we note the eagerness 
with which they anticipate the week-end 
that lies ahead. Some cars are filled with 
groups which have reserved cars for 
themselves. Here is the University of 
California Club with fifty people, the 
Berkeley Ski Club with thirty-five; the 
Aces and Deuces Ice Hockey Club has 
a special coach. These groups are the re- 
sult of intensive advertising and solicita- 
tion. Details of their trip are set to click. 


skiing experiences; the Assembly car is 
filed with people dancing to lively 
music; other groups are playing cards; the 
fitting of skis in the “Ski Hut" goes on 
until everyone is prepared for the next 
morning, As the hours pass, conversation 
diminishes until finally only the click of 
wheels on sails is heard as our train 
climbs into the High Sierra. 

‘When the porter calls, a red glow is 
showing in the east—it is morning. 
Snow is banked along the tracks, but our 
car is warm. Up and dressed, we rush to 
the Diner and have our choice of deli- 
cious breakfasts at extremely moderate 
prices. Orange juice, ham and eggs, 
toast and coffee is only 60c. We could 
have eaten for as little as 30c, but the in- 
vigotating mountain air has stepped up 
our appetites. 

As the train pulls up at the Norden 
Ski Hut, Hannes Schroll, famous host at 
the Sugar Bowl, sings out his melodic 
yodel welcoming everyone as he did in 
the Tyrolean Alps for many years. Later 
on in the day we are to hear that same 
yodel and watch Hannes streak down 
the face of Disney Peak at “ninety per” in 
a beautiful exhibition of skiing. 

In the station there is an air of excite- 
ment as people, clad in plain and multi- 
colored up-to-the-minute ski fashions, 
have one purpose in mind—to get out in 
the snow! 

Some shoot down the hills, skiing in 
the direction of the Sugar Bowl. We fol-

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What Are the Prospects for Young 
Men in Railroad Careers? 


PPORTUNITIES in all branches of 

railroad service await the young 
man who takes keen pride in being a rail- 
roader, acquires a thorough knowledge 
of the functions of the department he 
represents and is eager to gain a better 
understanding of his railroad in general; 

. the railroads face great problems 
which can and must be solved; . . . des- 
pite the many unjust burdens placed 
upon them, the railroads are constantly 
improving their services to the public. 

These were the opinions expressed by 
members of the Southern Pacific Speakers’ 
Club of San Francisco before the Pacific 
Railway Club at a recent meeting at 
which "The Young Man's Viewpoint” 
was the theme. Speakers were John P. 
McGough, clerk in Chief Engineer's Of- 
fice; Paul Flanagan, freight rate clerk; 
and Emil teGroen, passenger agent. The 
young men were introduced by Austin 
Gibbons, city freight agent, president of 
the Speakers’ Club. 

Representing the Operating Depart- 
ment, McGough pointed out that the 
“permanent way" is the foundation of 
ailway service and success. 


verything that makes the physical 
plant more perfect or improves the sys- 
tem of maintaining it, promotes the wel- 
fare of the railroads and improves their 
position,” he said. “And if the progres- 
¢ trend of the railroads in the Jast few 
years may he used as a yardstick, we can 
reasonably say that the future of the rail- 
roads looks bright. 


Winning Public Contidence 


“In the last few years," he continued, 
“we have seen blossom inte practical use 
the streamline train and air-conditioning. 
These innovations and improvements in 
speed and service have helped to make 
the public railroad-conscious. 

“It falls to the lot of the Operating De- 
partment to guarantee the promises of 
both the Freight and Passenger depart- 
ments, to see that freight is promptly de- 
livered and passengers safely handled.” 

McGough then described how the 
Operating Dept. keeps tracks “clear and 
fast’? and concluded by saying: 

“The railroads are not content to keep 
in step with competitors, but intend to 
keep ahead. Therein lie great oppor- 
tunities for the ambitious and energetic 
young man of tomorrow. As personnel 
replacements are made the right young 
men must be found. 

“The Operating Department presents 
Sreat opportunity to the incoming young 
man, as its diversified interests offer many 
avenues for advancement. It caters to the 
skilled, the unskilled, the technical man 
and the young man with a managerial 
frame of mind,”” 


Pointing out that the railroads have 
entered an “era of merchandising,” Paul 
Flanagan summed up his reasons, from a 
Freight Department standpoint, why the 
young railroad man should face the fu- 
ture with pride and optimism. 

“Any young man with sound reasoning 
realizes in order to put forth his best 
efforts he must take pride in his work,” 
he said, “and must have faith and a deep 
pride in his corporation. A man cannot 
do well untess, he believes the organiza- 
tion which employes him is tops. 

“Here, are some facts that make me 
proud to be a railroad man: There are 
418,000 miles of railroad trackage in the 
United States—enough to span our con- 
tinent 131 times. We have one-third of 
all the trackage in the world and this im- 
mense amount of facilities is immediately 
available to any shipper who has need for 
them. The thing that makes a railroad 
man’s buttons pop off his vest is what the 
American railroads are accomplishing 
with their vast trackage. 


At Shipper’s Elbow 


“Railroads are now giving to the 
&reater portion of our country a pick-up 
and delivery service. No longer is the 
shipper on a railroad spur the only fav- 
ored individual, having at his back door 
the entire facilities of the railroad. With 
our door-to-door service and its sliding 
scale of rates, varying with the amount of 
weight offered, no shipper is any further 
away from the use of our entire plant 
than he is from his telephone. 

“Aad after we obtain the less than car- 
load freight of the consignor, just what 
are we doing with it? 

“Let’s take a lock at the SP freight 
sheds in San Francisco, During the day 
quantities of freight have been gathered 
from the doors of shippers destined for 
Los Angeles. At 8:10 p. m. a sleek new 
type of freight train, with special box cars 
equipped with steel wheels and air-brake 
equipment such as one finds on a passen- 
ger train, leaves the yard. That same 
freight will arrive, rain or shine, at 8:45 
the next morning and will be delivered 
to the consignee’s door in the forenoon. 
SP's famed Overnight has made this run 
of 468 miles in less than twelve hours. 

“To drive home the importance of this 
achievement, Iet’s make an analogy: If a 
citizen of Greece’ were to bring a ship- 
ment of fresh fish to his nearby railroad 
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Counsellor W. S. Wollner (seated), Presi-

depot at 5 p. m. and then be told the next 
day that his lading, after crossing Bul- 
garia and Rumania, had arrived that 
morning in what was formerly Czecho- 
slovakia and the fish was in excellent 
condition, having moved under refriger- 
ator service, he would be flabbergasted 
and might mutter something about ‘black 
magic.’ 

“This type of service is an everyday 
occurrence on the American railroads. 

“Any railroad man could go on for 
hours outlining the rail services per- 
formed today. Suffice to say that railroad 
freight schedules have become from forty 
to seventy-five per cent faster since the 
1920's, while freight charges have 
dropped to the point where it costs less 
than 1c te move 2000 pounds one mile. 

“The young man might state: ‘Tm con- 
vinced the railroads have something, but 
just what opportunities are there for 
me?” 


New Era Is Promising 


“Today there is more opportunity than 
ever before, with the railroads entering 
a third and new era.” 

Flanagan described the first era as one 
of “Construction,” when the paramount 
need was to build and build until steel 
rails spanned the continent; and the 
second era as one of “Operation,” when 
competition was negligible and the rail- 
road's greatest problem was how to haul 
90 per cent of the traffic. 

“Now we are in an era of “Merchan- 
dising,’ one with unlimited opportunity,” 
he continued. “Today the railroads must 
sell their service in a highly competitive 
market and we need young men with 
spirit, with ‘go’ and ability to push our 
product. Selling railroad service has de- 
veloped into one of the most attractive 
fields for any qualified ambitious youth.” 

Emil teGroen stated that the railroads 
are often unable to complete their pro- 
grams for improvements and purchases 
due to excessive tax'burdens. 

“In 1938, Southern Pacific paid out in 


taxes $46,381 a day for every day of the; 
year,” he said. “Visualize the teemendous- 


amount of equipment this money would 
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buy. Why, in the few years that stream- 
lining has been the topic of conversation, 
we could have had enough Daylight type 
cars to fill out all regufar trains.” 

Despite these handicaps, the railroads 
have made progress, he added, citing as 
examples air-conditioning, speeding up 
of service and revision of rates. 

“In the depth of the depression pas- 
senger business dropped to an alarming 
low,” he said. “To meet the crisis, with 
money harder than ever to get, railroad 
rates were completely revised. At that 
time there was one fare—and it was good 
in coaches, tourist sleepers and standard 
sleepers on payment of the regular 
charges. The new rate structure cstab- 
lished a lower fare in tourist cars and 
still a lower fare in coaches, bringing 
back to the railroad traffic that had been 
using other modes of transportation, 

“And, of course, an important factor 
has been the personal service of em- 
ployes, who take such pride in being 
tailroaders.” 

teGrocn followed with a brief de 
scription of some of the special services, 
such as stewardesses, train passenger 
agent, maids, etc., introduced to the rail- 
road traveling public the past few years. 

In concluding, he said: ‘To continue 
to progress, to secure better conditions 
for the railroad, money must come into 
the ull, To do this we must sell a bill of 
goods, We must know out product, its 
history, its potentialities. The young 


Director Harkness 
Dies after Brief 
fliness in N.Y. 


Neva S. HARKNESS, a direc- 
tor of Southern Pacific Company 
sincé June 8, 1916, died at his home in 
New York City the night of January 29, 
following a brief illness. Mr, Harkness 
is survived by his widow, the former 
Mary Stillman. He had reached his 66th 
year on January 22 and was a native of 
Cleveland, Ohio. 

Mr. Harkness was widely known as 
a philanthropist and his contributions to 


man, therefore, must absorb the best from 
his present officials, depending upon their 
inspirational Jeadership and experience 
as a guide.” 

The talks were followed by general 
discussion, and the many questions asked 
by members of the audience indicated 
that considerable interest was taken in 
the remarks of the speakers. 

W. S. Wollner, general baggage and 
ferry agent, NWP, and secretary of the 
Pacific Railway Club, presided, Wollner 
is also counsellor of the Speakers’ Club 
which is now in its third year of ex- 
istence. During that time many of its 
members have appeared at various public 
gatherings to speak on behalf of South- 
ern Pacific and the railroads in general, 


colleges and other institutions totaled 
many millions of dollars. It was his con- 
tribution of $610,000 that made possible 
in 1929 the construction of Harkness 
Addition, an entire new unit to the 
Southern Pacific General Hospital in San 
Francisco, and also the building of the 
Tubercular Sanatorium at Tucson. In 
1937 another gift of $50,000 from Mr. 
Harkness went toward making substan- 
tial improvements in the Company's hos- 
pital factlities. 

Mr. Harkness graduated from Yale in 
1897, from which university he received 
a master’s degree in 1925, Later he re- 
ceived LL.D degrees from both St. An- 
drew’s University, Scotland, and Colum- 
bia University. He became a director of 
Southern Pacific following the death of 
his brother, Chas. W. Harkness, in 1916, 
and was the oldest member of the Com- 
pany’s directorate in point of service, He 
was a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee for many years prior to transfer 
of the Company's headquarters from New 
York to San Francisco last July and was 
also a director of the New York Central. 

Aside from his large holdings of 
Southern Pacific securities, Mr. Harkness 
had a deep personal and sentimental in- 
terest in the welfare of the Company. He 
was intimately familiar with the affairs 
of the Company and made frequent in- 
spection trips of the Company’s lines. In 
the passing of Mr. Harkness the Southern 
Pacific has lost a real friend.

IRST Lieutenant Ansel 8.’ Williams, 

attorney in the Law Department of 
the General Office and Air Corps Reserve

Operating Results 


GsOR the twelve months ended De- 
cember 31, 1939, Railway Operating 
Revenues of Southera Pacific Transporta- 
tion System amounted to $217,572,889, 
or $17,502,075 more than the revenues 
for the same period of 1938, 2 9% in- 
crease. 

During the same period Railway Oper- 
ating Expenses were $159,441,623, or 
$2,194,954 more than the expenses for 
the same period of 1938, a 1% increase. 

After deducting tax accruals of $18,- 
092,562, and net rentals for use of 
equipment and joint facilities totaling 
$11,610,294, there was left Net Railway 
Operating Income of $28,428,410, or a 
gain of $14,131,407 compared with the 
net railway operating income for the 
same period of last year. 

Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come,and Other Income consisting of divi- 
dends and interest on securities owned, 
rentals and miscellaneous income, must 
be paid the interest on bonds and equip- 
ment trust notes in the hands of the 
public, and other fixed charges. For the 
eleven months ended November 30, 1939, 
the final result was a Net Income of 
$5,017,652, which compares with a net 
loss of .$7,267,977 for the first eleven 
months of 1938. No dividends have been 
paid since January, 1932. The final re- 
sults for the twelve months period of 
1939, not available as:the Bulletin goes 
to press, will be shown in the next issue.

NLY the railroads could have success- 
fully handled the transcontinental 
movement from Schenectady, N. Y., to 
Avon, Calif., of the huge, carefully 
crated 240,000-pound electrical unit that 
is shown above being unloaded from a 
specially built flat car. The unloading 
onto a truck for the final short haul to 
the Pacific Gas and Electric Company’s 
new $5,000,000 plant at Avon was a big 
job in itself, since it had to be done from 
the SP main line and required careful 
planning as well as quick handling once 
the unloading had started. 
The unit is part of a steam turbine. It 
is valued at about $225,000 and required 
18 months to build. Every detail inci- 


dental to its long journey across the con- 
tinent was planned well in advance, and 
it was a tribute to the dependability of 
the connecting railroads that the valuable 
and butky shipment came through in fast 
scheduled time with the movement han- 
dled so smoothly as to cause not the 
slightest damage to the delicate mechan- 
ism that would have delayed its imme- 
diate installation at the Avon plant. 

The steel flat car is of special con- 
struction with 8-wheel articulated trucks 
under each end to give extra support for 
heavy loads, and is typical of the expen- 
sive units of equipment the railroads 
must have to move the occasional! special- 
ized shipments of unusual size.

Never dreaming it was about to set off 
a barrage of verbal fireworks, the Bulletin 
innocently asked that question last month, 
prompted by Correspondent Howard 
Bailey of Superintendent's Office, Port-

I 
know, because one of Bower's sons, R.

Almost before we had time to enter 
Bower's name in the race, many letters 
and verbal reports came in rapid succes- 
sion, each claiming for its candidate the 
distinction of being SP's youngest grand- 
father. For awhile it looked like a close 
race among many of the “grandpappies” 
until we learned about Arthur Reese who, 
as this issue goes to press, appears to have 
the title sewed up (picture No. 1). 

Arthur Reese, Coast Division fireman, 
is 37 years old and has been a grand- 
father for more than a year! To be exact, 
bis granddaughter, Darlene, celebrated 
her first birthday on December 16, 1939. 
And it hasn't been so very long since his 
daughter, Betty Lou Angelo, who is the 
baby’s mother, celebrated her 18th birth- 
day, Reese, who has been in service since

“youngsters.”

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substantiate his claim, Heilbron sub- 
mitted a picture of Uno J. Hebuck, 42 
years old last September, who was “40 
years, 11 months and 12 days’ when 
granddaughter Gayle Ann Kulik was 
born (picture No. 9}.

Pioneer Engineer Dies 


\ ARREN S. PALMER, pioneer con- 

struction engineer of the old Cen- 
tral Pacific and SP lines, and former 
president of Northwestern Pacific Rail- 
road, died January 8 at his home in Ross, 
Marin County, at the age of 81. He is 
survived by a daughter, Mrs. Alice 
Palmer Roberts. 

Mr. Palmer retired on pension in May 
1928 after a long service with SP and 
afhliated properties that began in 1876 
following graduation from University of 
California. He was connected with loca- 
tion and construction on units of the 
Sacramento Valley line and elsewhere in 
the West until 1894, when he became 
resident engineer at Oakland Pier for 
Western Division. Later he was superin- 
tendent of the Sacramento and Western 
divisions, also general superintendent of 
Northern District, and transferred to the 
Northwestern Pacific in 1907 as general 
manager. He was president and general 
manager of that property from January 
1914 until his retirement.

Number of Reportable Casualties to Pacific 
Lines’ Employes Dropped Nearly Ten Per Cent 


Los Angeles General Shops moved up 
to first place among the general shops 
with ‘a ratio of 2.54, showing a 55% 
decrease in number of reportable casual- 
ties during the year. Telegraph Depart- 
ment fed all units on Pacific Lines with 
the low ratio of 1.89 casualties per mil- 
jion man-hours 

“Results of the year are, on the whole, 
very encouraging,” states Ass't to Gen- 
eral Manager L. P. Hopkins, who is now 
in charge of the safety promotion work 
that was carried on earlier in 1939 by A. 
A. Lowe, now superintendent of Tucson 
Division, and later by Ass't to Gen'l 
Manager J. W. Corbett. “A contributing 
factor to the greater interest in accident 
prevention,” Mr. Hopkins says, “‘has 
been the increased number of regular 
and special safety meetings of employes 
held during the year. There were 2,069 of 
these meetings at Pacific Lines points 
during 1939 as compared with 949 the 
year before. Attendance jumped from 
33,629 in 1938 to 85,982 last year.” 


Wives Join Husbands at 
Safety Confabs 


IXTY wives and women folks from 

the homes of Los Angeles Division 
and General Shop officers, supervisors 
and safety committeemen were among 
the 125 who attended a dinner in Los 
Angeles on January 12 which was dedi- 
cated to railroad safety and then ad- 
journed to the monthly meeting of the 
Pacific Railway Club where the same sub- 
ject was further discussed.

SP Director 


TENRY L. CORBETT of Portland, 
Ore., will be nominated for elec- 
tion as a member of the Board of Direc- 
tors of Southern Pacific Company at the 
annual meeting of the Company's stock- 
holders on April 3, it was announced 
recently by President A. D, McDonald. 
Mr. Corbett is to take the place on the 
Board now held by Clarence Stanley, 
president of the Union Trust Company 
of Pittsburgh, Pa. who has asked that 
his name be not submitted for re-election 
because he finds it difficult to attend 
meetings of the Board, which are now 


held in San Francisco in keeping with the . 


transfer last July of the Board's head- 
quarters from New York. 

With much regret the management has 
acceded to Mr. Stanley's request. He will 
serve out his full term, which wil! expire 
with the election of a new Board of Di- 
rectors on April 3, at which time the 
management will ask the re-election of 
all other members of the present Board. 

Mr. Corbett, scion of a.pioneer Oregon 
family, was born in Portland July 29, 
1881. His grandfather, Senator H. W. 
Corbett, was prominent in Oregon's early 
civic, political and commercial life and 
among other enterprises founded the 


Oregon Stage Line in 1866 which oper- 
ated between. Oregon and California on 
a. route over the~ Siskiyou mountains 
which was later followed by the Southern 
Pacific Lines. Also-his grandfather was 
one.of the founders. of the historic Ore- 
gon Central (West Side) line, later a 
part of Southern Pacific, and over por- 
tions. of which electric trains operated 
for many years. - 

Mr. Corbett received his early educa- 
tion in Portland schools and was gradu- 
ated from Harvard University in 1903. 
Returning to Oregon upon his gradu- 
ation, he entered at once upon:a busy life 
of business and civic activities in his 
native state which have brought him wide 
distinction and honor. 

He is president of the Corbett Invest- 
ment Company, Portland, and a member 
of the board of directors of several of 
Oregon's leading business enterprises. 
He is president of the Port of Portland 
Commission, a director of the Portland 
Art Museum and 2 trustee of the Thatcher 
Boys School, Ojai Valley, California. 

Mr. Corbett was president of the Port- 
fand Chamber of Commerce in 1917, 
1918 and part of 1919 and is a past presi- 
dent of Portland’s internationally known 
Pacific International Livestock Exposi- 
tion. He served as state senator in 1923, 
1925-27, 1929, 1933-35 and was presi- 
dent of the Senate in 1927 and 1935. 

As befits a first citizen of Portland, 
Mr. Corbett’s hobby is gardening and the 
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Henry L. Corbett 


cultivation of roses for which Portland is 
nationally famous. He is a well-known 
rose fancier and was vice-president of the 
Portland Rose Society in 1936. He has a 
summer home in the Metolius valley, on 
the eastern slopes of the Cascade Range, 
where he delights in fishing, hunting and 
riding. He belongs to many prominent 
clubs and organizations. 

Mr. Corbett was married to Gretchen 
Hoyt of New York, June 3, 1908, and is 
the father of five children.

Bell Tclephone System, at Public Relations Conference of Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Railway Co., White Sulphur Springs, W. Virginia 


LL business begins with the public permission and exists by public 

approval. The public permission takes the form of charters, licenses 

and legal authorizations of one kind or another. Public approval is generally 

represented by reasonable profits, reasonable freedom of action and a few 

kind words. A lack of public approval is expressed in a good many ways— 

laws, regulations, commission rulings, investigations, public hostility and 
most vital of all, by a lack of patronage. . . . 

Public relations is not publicity only, not management only; it is what 
everybody in the business from top to bottom says and does when in contact 
with the public. 

Anybody in the business can help sell his livelihood down the river or 
build it up. 

In the telephone business and the railroad business, which are retail busi- 
nesses, most of the contacts with the public are made by the operators, line- 
men, installers, repairmen and people in the commercial offices; and by 
freight solicitors, station agents, ticket salesmen and train crews. These 
people are the telephone business and the railroad business to most of the 
ublic and what they do and say constitutes a large part of public relations, 
As individuals from the ranks move up into supervision they probably have 
Jess direct contact with the public, but more responsibility for providing the 
ways and means, ‘mterial and methods which will enable the rank and file 
to give good service and make intelligent and friendly contacts with the 
public. = 

The problem is completely interwoven from the top to bottom of any indus- 
try, but particularly in service industries, and it cannot be allocated either to 
a public relations department alone, or any part of supervision alone, or the 
rank and file. It is an overall job which everyone participates in whether he 
Knows it or not, either for or against the profession in which he makes his 
living. There is no way of escaping this responsibility. 

Every day he is either building up or tearing down his job-with the public. 
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
